Bombers Lost 
At St. Nazaire 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—(#)—Seven 
big United States bombers were 
reported missing tonight after a 
heavy daylight raid on St. Nazaire, 
Germany's huge submarine base 
and repair station in the Bay of 
Biscay, marking the largest loss 
since United States airmen began 
large bomber raids on German- 
held territory in July. 

Until today the greatest loss was 
six heavy bombers which failed 
to return from the raid on Romilly 
Sur Seine December 20. In the 
attack on that air base and plane 
repair station 80 miles southwest 
of Paris, 44 enemy fighters were 
shot down. 

(The planes on_ today’s 
smash at St. Nazaire probably 
were Flying Fortresses. They 
were officially identified as 
“heavy bombers,” the terms 
usually used in communiques 
to describe the Fortresses.)

“The only remaining remnants 
of the Japanese Papuan army are 
confined in a narrow salient ex- 
tending from Sanananda Point, 
which we are preparing to en- 
velop. 

650 Japs Killed. 

“The enemy’s situation is now 
hopeless.” 

A spokesman disclosed that 650 
Japanese had been killed in bitter 
fighting in the Buna area Sunday. 

He added that an undisclosed 
number of prisoners had been 
taken, including 35 “coolie” labor- 
ers. 

The remaining Japs in the Buna 
area, save for a few snipers still 
lurking in the trees or in dugouts 
in the swamps around the govern- 
ment station, are entrenched 
around Sanananda Point—between 
Buna and Gona—and along the 
trail to the point, which extends 
about two miles inland.

Hundreds were housed in 
schools, churches and private 
homes in Corvallis, Albany and 
Salem. Emergency food shipments 
were rusked to each of those 
cities. 

The river went approximately 
10 feet over flood level through- 
out the middle valley and some 
Salem streets, not inundated since 
1923, were under as much as five 
feet of water. A hospital and the 
state school for the blind were 
without heat as basements were 
flooded. 

Damage was in the millions. 
Soil erosion was heavy in the up- 
per valley, which was returning 
to normal, although highway of. 
ficials said it would be three 
weeks before all roads could be 
repaired. 

In the middle and lower reaches 
of the river thousands of acres of 
farmland remained under water 
and warehouses and paper and 
lumber mills suffered severe dam- 
age.

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U. S. To Lead World? 


British thought on the post-war world today 
reveals a growing desire for assumption of 
world leadership by the United States, with the 
British Empire accepting what in substance 
would constitute a junior partnership. It is 
only natural that the might of this country, 
both in production and armies, would give 
rise to the belief around the world that the 
American era of world domination is inevi- 
table. 

This domination, as we can now see, would 
take the form of a paternalism of empire 
never before known in world history. Just as 
the British form of empire led colonies for- 
ward into partnership and knit a cohesive 
power that has maintained that empire, 50 
also would the American form be revolutionary. 
The pattern has been forged in the Philippine 
Commonwealth, where a backward native pop- 
ulation was brought to the responsibility of 
self-government, provided with schools, sani- 
tation. food standards, an army that proved 
its worth on Bataan. We have gone ahead 
of the British in this respect, and without the 
substance of empire stand in a position in 
which we can have the power and cohesion 
without political subservience of the colonies. 


Certain elements stand out which indicate 
that the United States government is proceed- 
ing along these same lines without waiting 
for the end of the war. Great Britain has 
pledged India that freedom would follow much 
along the lines of the Philippine pattern. The 
Queen of the Netherlands has proposed self- 
government for the Indies after the war— 
with the proviso always that they are recon- 
quered. 

So much for the pattern. British thought 
evidently leans toward acceptance of that 
jeadership. It also sees a great danger in 
such acceptance under the present organiza- 
tion of American government, wherein a Pres- 
ident cannot make commitments binding upon 
congress—whether sitting or subsequent con- 
gress. It is suggested that this lack.of con- 
tinuing policy can be remedied by provision 
of a ministerial responsibility to congress on 
the part of cabinet members and the right olf 
an administration to call for a vote of con- 
fidence by congress and appeal to the country 
in event of defeat. 

This would tend to provide a more stable 
foreign policy and make it possible for. the 
executive branch of the government to make 
commitments that can be carried through. 
We would not, then, have another Spectacle 
such as Wilson's defeat on the League of Na- 
tions question by a handful of willful men. 
It would tend to stabilize both the executive 
and the legislative responsibilities.

Here is this false leader who has, year after 
the Germans that victory is 
“just around the corner.” He has, under a 
cloak of assumed frankness, made boastful 
claims each year of what the Nazi armies will 
go in the coming twelve-montin. And, year 
after year, events have proved him false. 

It would seem that even Germans, humor- 
less and gullible though they may be, would 
recall the fantasies of past years as they are 
fed the idiocies of this. 

As 1943 dawns, Hitler tells his dupes the 
mew year “will perhaps be hard but certainly 
not harder than the one just behind us.” Fur- 
thermore, he asserts there will be “no com- 
promise any more,” though just what he means 
by that phrase is somewhat Vague. 

He boasts about the strength of Axis forces 
in Tunisia and, while ignoring the recent 
victories of Russian arms, repeats his bragging

IN 
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Americans Criticize 

The Gallup poll, in a survey which extended 
over the entire country, sought to discover 
which are the points which come under 
heaviest fire of public criticism @s to the gov- 
ernmental conduct of the war and the nation 
during the first year of our conflict. 

Hindsight is, admittedly, far easier than 
foresight. Yet the people have the right to 
expect their leaders to see ahead and criticism 
for failure to act quickly enough in emergency 
is quite legitimate. 

First criticism is leveled at the rationing of 
scarce goods. But it is not what gnight be 
expected. Most Americans think the govern- 
ment did not start rationing of gasoline, of 
rubber, of sugar and of other commodities early 
enough. Coupled with this is the frequent 
criticism that there should be no advance an- 
nouncement of coming rationing, because this 
gives hoarders a chance to raid stocks and thus 
make shortages worse. 

Second criticism is that there is too much 
government red tape, too much bureaucracy. 
Voters think there is much desirable simplifi- 
cation of governmental operation which could 
be effected and which would aid the war effort. 

Third is a belief that government has been 
too easy in its treatment of labor unions. There 
have been too many strikes, say the voters, 
and the government should have used a firmer 
hand to prevent them. 

Fourth there is a feeling that the public 
has not been given sufficient information on 
the progress of the war, that there has been 
a tendency to “sugarcoat” bad news.and to 
over-emphasize minor incidents in our favor. 

These are intelligent, sapient comments by 
average Americans, thoughtful people who are 
fully aware there must be mistakes and 
shortcomings in any human undertaking. They 
realize, too, that in the urgency of the first 
year of war it is inevitable there must be 
errors both in judgment and operation. They 
are, therefore, patient and understanding, but 
do not hesitate to name those faults which 
seem, to the average man, to be most in evi- 
dence. 

Whether or not the public criticism is, in all 
cases, justified, wise officials will not fail to 
give careful and honest consideration to the 
alleged faults, with a view to correcting them 
if there is genuine need of correction. 
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As with the weather, everybody talks about 
synthetic rubber. 


—BUY MORE BONDS IN 1943— 


8,000,000 Tons 

President Roosevelt, speaking two days after 
the attack on Pearl Harbor forced this country 
into the war, listed as one item on his “blue- 
print for victory,” the construction and launch- 
ing, in 1942, of 8,000,000 deadweight tons of 
ocean-going cargo ships. 

That goal has been reached. H. Gerrish 
Smith, president of the National Council of 
Shipbuilders, has reported the American ship- 
building industry has turned out, in 1942, 750 
merchant vessels with a total tonnage of the 
required 8,000,000. This, of course, constitutes 
a shattering world record in shipbuilding for 
this nation. It is seven times the total output 
for 1941. 

The President, in that same “blueprint for 
victory,” called for the construction of 15,000,- 
000 tons of cargo shipping for 1943. Said Mr. 
Smith, “if we are given the men, materials and 
equipment, we can and will meet the Presi- 
dent’s call for 15,000,000 deadweight tons of 
merchant ships in 1943.” 

Offsetting, in part, this tremendous gain in 
ocean cargo space, is the sinking, in 1942, of 
575 Allied and neutral cargo ships by Axis sub- 
marines in the western Atlantic. 

It must be realized, however, that our ship- 
ping gain for the year is several times greater 
than the bare ship totals would indicate. "Many 
of the ships sunk were small, many others 
were old and slow and outmoded. Everything 
that sank, large or small, old or new, is in- 
cluded in that 575 total. 

On the other hand, the 750 new ships are 
examples of the most modern and efficient 
types of cargo ship construction. They are far 
faster than the old-style tramp steamers, they 
are better able to defend themselves against 
enemy attack. They are larger. 

The achievement of American shipbuilders 
is, without doubt, something to marvel at. 
When it is remembered that, in addition to 
this mammoth fleet of new merchant ships, 
private builders constructed also many new 


. naval vessels, delivering these from six months 


to a year ahead of schedule, their efforts be- 
come tremendous. 

It is such achievement, due to American 
ingenuity, efficiency and grim determination, 
that makes the outcome of the war certain 
victory for us. No other nation in the world 
can compete with records like this. 


WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
BATTLE WAGONS MAKE GOOD WASHINGTON, Jan. 3. 


Recent performances of 
some of our newest battleships in the Pacific have brought about a 
striking change in attitude among those who, only a short while 
ago, were convinced that the great and costly dreadnaughts had 
become obsolete weapons of war. 

The big battle wagons, costing upwards of $100,000,000 each, 
have finally been brought into action and have 
acquitted themselves handsomely. In the end, 
they promise to prove the deciding factor in 
the Pacific. 

After the sinking of the Repulse and the 
Prince of Wales by Japanese aerial bombs in 
the China sea, a great hue and cry arose in 
the United States against the battleships. De- 
mands were made in congress that the Navy 
suspend its battleship construction program to 
make way for more light cruisers and car- 
riers, which, it,was urged, were better able to 
cope with new war conditions brought on by 
the development of air power. 

Even some of the admirals, who formerly 
had been the chief defenders of the battleship, 
showed signs of weakening in their enthusiasm. 

But the Navy high command refused to be 
swept off its feet by the temporary setback 
suffered with the loss of the Repulse and Prince 

of Wales. Neither was the father of the present naval construction 
program, Representative Carl Vinson, chairman of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee, who warned that sooner or later the Japanese 
and American fleets would meet in battle without carriers on either 
side and the issue would be decided by the force that had the best 


battleships. 

SOLOMONS BATTLE That is precisely what happened in 
the recent Solomons battle, where we 

sank some 30 Jap warships and transports with a loss of less than 

a third that number of our own. It can now be told that the scope 

of the American victory is attributed almost entirely to the presence 

of some of our latest battleships in that engagement. 

Secretary of the Navy Knox has related some of the startling 
performances of the great vessels in the Solomons battle. @ne of 
them, he revealed, laid its second salvo on a Jap warship from a 
distance of nine miles—and at midnight, when conditions of visi- 
bility were a serious handicap. That is as remarkable a piece of 
marksmanship as the war has yet produced. The same ship and 
others of its class literally blasted the Japs out of the water. 


JAPS REFUSED TO FIGHT The Japs haven't stuck their 


necks out since then. One of 
the most interesting stories coming out of the Pacific recently was 
contained in an Associated Press dispatch telling how an American 
fleet mission had roamed the waters around Japan in the hope of 
providing the people back home with a Christmas gift in the shape 
of a new naval victory over the Nipponese. The force did every- 
thing possible to lure the Japs out for a fight. But the cagey little 
men of Tokyo, remembering the trouncing we gave them at Mid- 
way, in the Coral sea and in the Solomons, refused to come out. 
They could not be tempted, although our ships were in waters 
which they ordinarily control. 

The loss of the Repulse and the Prince of Wales, which were 
two of Britain’s greatest battleships, is attributed to the fact that 
they did not have sufficient protection of antiaircraft guns. They 
were caught some 50 miles off Singapore by land-based Japanese 
bombers and sunk in one of the most startling upsets of the war. 


LESSON LEARNED ~= Any such deficiency in our own ships 


has now been corrected as a result of 
the lessons learned by the British. The number of antiaircraft guns 
on our battleships is a naval secret, of course, but the vessels are 
known to bristle from one end to another with such weapons. 

Moreover, the antiaircraft guns we have installed are superior 
to anything any other nation has been able to produce. One of the 
leading manufacturers of the guns has so much confidence in them 
that he has expressed a desire to “sit out on deck in a rocking chair 
the first time a flock of dive bombers attacks a ship equipped with 
them.” It would be like shooting ducks on the water, he said. 

The experience of one of our latest battleships in the Pacific 
seems to support the manufacturer’s confidence. According to the 
accounts, a squadron of Jap planes caught the fast vessel alone and 
thought they had it cornered. They dived in for a massed attack. 
But the Japs got the surprise of their lives from the fire power sent 
up. Only one of the attackers escaped. 


EIGHT NEW BATTLESHIPS Thanks to the Navy’s refusal 


to be stampeded by the earlier 
criticism, we will have eight of these great new fast battleships 
fully commissioned within the first few months of 1943. They will 
range in size from 35,000 tons to an estimated 55,000 tons—the latter 
the largest warships in the world. Nothing Japan can offer will 
equal them. 

Where they will be sent for duty is a military secret, but. it 
doesn't require any guessing. They will all go to the Pacific, for 
the obvious reason that we do not need battleships to cope with 
the European situation. The warships we are using for convoy 
duty to England and Africa are of a smaller size, designed to deal 
with the submarine menace. 


CREDIT ADMINISTRATION Much credit is to be given the

At a time when 
salaries were being frozen and it was impossible for a $15 a week 
janitor to get a $2.50 raise, congress was voting a 10 per cent raise 
to literally thousands of federal employes. At a time when Christ- 
mas bonuses, the small ones, were being prepared for some in firms 
hard hit by the war, they were halted by a beard, but no one 
halted congress raising the wages of thousands of employes. 

No one understood, for a long, long time, that gas was being 
sent abroad by the billions of gallons in small containers so it 
could be transported quickly to planes and tanks; so it could be 
moved quickly in trucks and freight planes. 

All of us were thinking in terms of pipe lines and tankers sailing 
up to ports and putting the gasoline and oil in huge storage tanks. 

The gas had to be moved, in containers, in every conceivable 
sort of ship, from eastern ports. So, the 16 eastern states were 
penalized. That wasn’t smart, but there are mistakes made all the 
time and everywhere. 

The point is, the gasoline was moved, and is still moving, al- 
though the job is still touch and go. I hope everyone saw a pictur 
the other day, of soldiers in the water bringing in drums of gasoline. 
Ships had had to drop the containers into the sea, because there 
were no docks. The men waded and swam out and got the drum 
to shore. 

There are many other examples. All of them caused confusion. 
All were grist in the mills of those who want confusion,

Man Doesn't Thirst For Knowl- 


edge Till He Is Made Aware 


of Ignorance 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


A certain woman, being close to a nervous breakdown, if not 
actual mental illness, consulted a well-known psychiatrist. 

She answered his questions frankly, listened politely to his ad- 
vice, and appeared to agree with all that he said. But she accepted 
his words with mental reservations. 

She was a proud woman, vain of her education and conscious 
of her superiority. She knew as much as the doctor about most 
things, and more about some things. His advice seemed like the 
old copybook maxims. She had expected something new and m) 
terious, and simple wisdom bored and annoyed her. 

A more humble woman could have accepted the doctor's ad- 
vice and saved herself. This one was handitapped by conceit. Her 
pride made her incapable of accepting the terms on which her 
salvation depended. 

The terms, profoundly and eternally wise, were revealed almost 
2,000 years ago: Unless you become like a little child, you cannot 
enter the Kingdom of Heaven. It requires little knowledge of 
psychology and little common sense to realize how utterly essential 
that is. 

A docter’s most difficult patients are those who think theme 
selves smartest. They haven't enough faith to follow instructions. 
Those who are “wise in their own conceit’—as all of us are in 
some degree—cannot accept the wisest advice. The know-it-all 
mind doesn’t care to learn any more. 

As blind men live in our world, and yet are unaware of many 
things that are visible to others, so generations of educated men, 
proud of their little knowledge and Unable to humble their spirits, 
have made themselves incapable of seeing the truth. 

Atheists and agnostics scoff when they read that young men at 
the battle front are asking for Bibles and asking chaplains to pray 
with them and give them assurance of things to come. But the 
scoffers too would search for comfort and hope if they had to face 
death tomorrow. 

As Churchill said, there are times when all men pray: and a 
tough sergeant added the companion truth, “There are no atheists 
in foxholes.” Mental arrogance and vainglorious pride diseppear 
in the presence of death. 

Humility is not a weakness. The greatest scientist “becomes as 
a little child” in his search for truth. His mind is not closed or 
biased by conceit, but humbly eager to learn. 

“An humble and a contrite heart” is the key to understanding, 
and our tragedy is that foolish pride can make us the blind who 
will not see.
